MILWAUKEE, 
Sept. 25.— Before 
an immense audience at the Hippo­ 
drome last night Judge Taft created 
great enthusiasm in opening the re­ 
publican campaign in this state. His 
speech dealt particularly with 
the 
tariff, concerning which, after being 
introduced by Governor Davidson, he 
said: 
Speech of Judge Taft. 
“I agree with Mr. Bryan that one 
im portant issue in this campaign i3 
the revision of the tariff. 
Both par­ 
ties concur in the view that it m ust 
be done, and the question is, ‘How* 
shall it be done?’ W hen it is settled 
how it shall be done, it is easy from 
the platforms of the parties to de­ 
termine. which party ought to do it. 
The republican party since its birth 
has constantly been an advocate of! 
the protective system.
